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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 4, 5, 8 and 1 1-14 have been amended. Claims 1-16 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claim(s) 1-8, drawn to a method of cultivating cancer cells from human tissue. 

Group 2, claim(s) 9-16, drawn to the apparatus for preparing the tissue of Group 1. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1 and 2 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Claims 1 and 2 are anticipated by Trent (In: In Vitro 
Methods of Cancer Research, Vol. Ill, pp. 153-187, CRC Press, Mukta Webber, Ed. 1986). 
Claim 1 is drawn to a method of cultivating cancer cells from human tissue comprising 
separating said tissue into disk segments by sequential and parallel mechanical splitting based on 
the heterogeneous structure of tumor cells, normal cells and contaminants wherein said separated 
tissue sample segments are further split into tissue fragments and wherein small separated tissue 
fragments and fluids of the locally separated tissue sample segments are selectively cultivated in 
a specific medium under predefined conditions and under suppression of the disturbing influence 
of normal cells and contaminants. Claim 2 embodies the method of claim 1 wherein said tissue 
sample is obtained from fine needle aspiration and intraoperative biopsies or a resection sample, 
and temporarily placed in a medium together with adhering lymphocytes until the tissue can be 
processed Trent teaches the mechanical processing of endometrial curettings by crossed 
scalpeles and the separation of the mined sample by a 100 mesh screen (page 158, Figure 1 and 
page 178-179 under the heading of "Tissue Processing"). Trent teaches that the tissue sample is 
obtained following surgical biopsy or hysterectomy thus fulfilling the specific embodiment of 
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claim 2 drawn to a resection sample. Trent teaches that placement of the tissue sample in a 
transport medium wherein said sample would inherently comprise erythrocytes from the 
collection site as the sample is not washed at this point (page 178, under the heading of "Tissue 
Procurement and Transport"). Thus, the claims lack a special technical feature as the methods of 
claims 1 and 2 are known in the art.
